Mr. Poteet u nited 
with the chu rch, wou ld be here to offi­ 
ciate, bu t a railway washou t made it j 
impossible for him to reach here in 
time, and the Rev. Du dley M. Clagget,# 
pastor of the Broadway Presbyterian 
chu rch, was su bstitu ted. 
The chu rch was filled to overflow­ 
ing with the friends of the deceased 
and his bride of a little more than 
fou r months, and many were compell­ 
ed to stand. 
In addition, a score or 
more of letters and telegrams were re­ 
ceived from acqu aintances at a dis­ 
tance, expressing sympathy' for the 
widow and other relatives in their 
hou r of deepest sorrow\ 
The assemblage at the hou se of God 
was notable for the large nu mber of 
you ng people present, and It was u ni­ 
versally remarked that the press of 
the city had simply voiced the senti­ 
ment of the commu nity when it stated 
that no more popu lar you ng man than 
Monte Poteet had ever resided in 
Sedalia.

Alderman Letts made no mistake 
when he Introduced in the council, 
severa l months ago, a resolution em­ 
powering Mayor Babcock to conduct 
negotia tions in tbe city's behalf with 
a view to landing the big shops in 
Sedalia.

J udge W. S. Shirk, who wa s here a s 
a Missouri Pacific attorney from Se- 
ia lia this week, said tha t Seda lia had 
lecnred the Missouri Pacific shops, 
ha ving put up a cool $200,000 to get 
hem, sa ys the Marshall Citizen. 
This 
will sw ell Seda lia in population, size 
and importance as a center, and may 
give a fresh impetus to the Sedalia 
and Miami railroad projected. 
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The St. Louis Chronicle of Satur­ 
day, J an. 23d, had an alleged dispatcn 
from Sedalia, setting forth tha t this 
city had been awarded the shops, but 
t wa s never sent out from here. 
In 
fact, it wa s a “ gra pevine” special, 
written In the Chronicle ofSce 
from 
pointers furnished in the Globe-Demo- 
crat’s New York dispatch of the same 
day, reproduced in toda y’s Democrat. 


The J efferson City Tribune was the 
first newspaper to make public the 
fa ct that Seda lia had landed the prise. 
It made the a nnouncement on Friday, 
J anuary 15th, under sca re heads, and 
two days Inter press dispa tches were 
sent out from there to the sa m e effect 
to the S t Louis and K a nsa s City pa­ 
pers. 
Seda lla ns 
knew 
long before 
this tha t the shops had been **cinch- 
ed,” but the word had gone forth 
tha t it wa s not policy to indulge In 
newspaper ta lk until the contra ct had 
been signed, and every newspaper in 
the city kept the fa ith religiously. 


Here is a shop paragraph from the 
Leavenworth Tim es, printed one day 
recently: 
*Tn this city, and, in fact, 
in a ll those pla ces where the people 
have cherished a hope of getting the 
shops, there is a grea t doubt a s to 
whether the J efferson City story is 
true or not. 
It is sta ted tha t Manager 
Harding is still in the Southw est for 
his hea lth and tha t there will be no 
decision until he returns, and tha t the 
story is not even confirmed by Seda­ 
lia .” 


The St, Louis Globe-Democrat of 
Saturday, J an. 23d, printed the follow­ 
ing dispatch from N ew York in its 
city edition, but a t the request of the 
shops’ executive com m ittee no local 
paper ga ve even an intim a tion of the 
fact: 
“ Seda lia ha s been selected by 
the M issouri Pa cific railroad company 
as the site for its new shops.
